President Taft Recalls Speech 
for Freer Trade Made by 
McKinley at Buffal 


TAFT URGES ACCEPTANCE 
OF CANADIAN AGREEMENT 


He Says It Is in Line With the 
Policy of Freer Trade Out- 
lined by McKinley on the 
Day Before He Was Assas- 
sinated---Taft Says Trade Is 
Needed. 


Washington, January 30.—The last 
public utterances of President McKin- 
ley in favor of reciprocity, made the) 
day before he was assassinated at Buf- 
falo, were recalled tonight by Presi- 
dent Taft in an address at the Ohto 
Sooiety’s anniversary banquet in com- 
memoration of the McKinley birthday. 

Many men associated with President 
McKinley in public office and promi- 
nent Ohioians were present. Justice 
Day, former Vice President Fairbanks, 
and Senator Dick, of Ohio, were ‘among 
the speakers. 

President Taft eulogized the charac- 
ter of the martyred president and paid 
a high tribute to his attitude on the 
commercial expansion of the country 
with pariicular reference to the dec- 
larations in favor of reciprocity gen- 
erally. made by President MoKinley at 
the Pan-American exposition at Buf- 
falo. 

McKinley’s Change of View. 

“The broadening effect of the na- 
tional responsibility McKinley had to 
carry,” said President Taft, “shows it-| 
self in no respect more conspicuously | 
than in this change of view on his 
part in respect of a policy of which 
he had always been the chief expon- 
ent. May we not hope that the change 
he advocated may soon find expres- 
sion in our. national policy toward our 
good neighbor on tle north who has 
come half way to meet us? May the 
fragrance of his beloved memory lead | 
those upon w ésponsibiiity, 
and incline their minds and hearts to 
thig end. 

“The Canadian agreement, if con- 
firmed ly legislative action, will be a 
itting c:ose to a century's controver- 
sies and permanently estabiish good 
feeiing and conmmercial union between 
kindred peoples. We shall find a rap- 
idly increas|jng market for our numer- 
ous products among the peopte of our 
neighbor. We shall deepen @nd widen 
the sources of our food gupply in ter- 
ritory close at hand. 

“Our kindship, our common sympa- 
thies, our similar moral and social 
ideas, furnish the strongest-reason for 
supporting this agreement. 


Taft's Kind Words for Canada. 


“Canada is our neighbor for 3,000 
miles. We have not always acted to- 
ward her in @ manner most concilia- 
tory or with due regard to her sensi- 
bilities. She has become a great coun- 
try—indeed, a nation. She causes us 
to use no forts or battleships. she 
does not attack us and never will. She 
extends the brotherly hand of friend- 
ship and proposes closer relations with 
mutual benefits. Ought we to decline? 
The last. words of McKinley urge ae- 
eceptance. It am proud as a son of 
Ohioto bring forward forapproval and 
effective action a measure carrying the 
policy which he proclaimed and made 
his own at the acme of his great ca- | 
reer.” 

President Taft, in reviewing the po- 
litical career of McKinley, spoke of 
the campaign of 1896 as one in which 
the “fair name and credit of the na- 
tion was at stake.” He declared that 
McKinley became in it the representa- 
tive “of many democrats who did not 
agree with him on the tariff, but who 
listened long and closely to see if he 
was sound on the currency question.” 

MeKinley’s Commercial Policy. 

Of McKinley’s commercial polloy 

President Taft spoke at length. 


“He (McKinley) felt the expansion 
ef this country in a great world pow~ 
er,” said the president. “He saw the 
future growth of its commerce with 
other nations. He came to know that 
the high protection policy was too 

rovincial and that it was time to 

oderate it. A Chinese wall and en- 

re exclusiveness did not commend 
themselves to him in the then state 
of the country and the development of 
its industries. He continued to be- 
lieve in protection enough to pre- 
vent our industries from being de- 
stroyed by competition under condi- 
tions abroad that were impossible 
here, but he proposed to mitigate the 
exclusiveness of a protective tariff by 
reciprocity treaties that sheuld reduce 
rates where the reductions would do 
mo substantial injury to any class of 
@ur producers or manufacturers, and 
would secure more favorable markets 
for our own goods. 

“Accordingly, after his second elec- 
tion, at Buffalo, facing an immense au- 
dience in that Pan-American exposi- 
tion, and looking ever toward ovr sis- 
ter country on the north, he spoke 
the werds showing that he thought 
the time had come for greater liberal- 
ity in our dealings with other coun- 
tries and for mutual benefits in reci- 
procity reductions of tariffs.”

DEPOSITS DROP 
$191, 506:48 


In 7,200 National Banks 
of the Country. 


Decrease Occurred Between 
November 10 and January 7. 
Situation Without Precedent. 
Southern Banks Alone Show 
Gain in Deposits. 


Washington, January 30.—Deposits 
of individuals in the 7,200 national 
banks ef the United States decreased 
$191,566,488 between November 10 and 
7—a situation probably un- 
precedented in the reports made to the 
comptroller of the currency. 

Of that sum, more than $158,000,000 
was withdrawn from the thirty-nine 
national banks of New York city. No 
two officials of the treasury agree as 
to where the money went. Some are of 
the opinion that part of it might have 
gone to strengthen the New York state 
banks and trust companies during the 
flurry caused by the so-called Robin 
failure early in the month. 

All of the treasury officials, however, 
expressed great interest in what expla- 
nations the New York bankers might 
give. 

Biggest Drop tn New York. 

A comparison with the national banks 
of Chicago shows that the drop was 
confined almost entirely to New York 
city. The eleven Chicago banks re- 
ported a loss of $9,000,000 on individual 
deposits. The reserve banks of the 
Western and Pacific states and the New 
England states all show losses, but 
comparatively small ones. 

The unexpected call of January 7 
served to show the condition of the 


banks in a new angle. Not once before 
since 1879 have they been called upon 
so early in the year. There were no 
January calls whatever from 1890 to 
1908, and there has been none since 
1907. 

Some officials think if the call had 
been made as usual, late in the month 
or early in February, the money, if it 
were withdrawn for dividend payments, 
would have found its way into the 
banks again. 

One peculiar aspect of the drop was 
that the New York banks alone lost 
as much as the combined banks of the 
country had gained in November. 

Another feature of the _ situation 
which greatly puzzles the treasury ex- 
perts in that in spite of the enor- 
mous slump itn deposits the banks 
are still holding a higher percentage 
of reserve than they were in Novem- 
ber, and the total loss in loans and 


been only $48,000,000, while there has 
been a gain in cash of mere than $290,- 
000,000. 

The Jast call in November showed a4 
loss in loans and discounts and a loss 
in cash of $35,000,000. 

Southern Banks Gain in Deposits. 

The banks of the south are about 
the only ones showing gains of de- 
posits. That is said to be because 
they are now being paid for cotton. 
Reductions of loans is the rule, how- 
ever, all over the country, and this 
is said necessarily to follow such a 
sharp reduction of deposits. 

Still, with all the reductions the 
banks are now holding $67,000,000 
more in their reserves than is re- 
quired by law. On the whale, the 
showing is pronounced good, but the 
disappearance of $158,000,000 from the 
banks of New York is a great puzzle 
to the treasury officials. None of them 
cared to express an opinion for publi- 
cation. 


HOTTEST JANUARY DAY 
ON RECORD IN TEXAS 
Maximum Temperature Was 


88 Degrees---Electric Fans 
Buzzed in Dallas. 


Dallas, Texas, January 30.—Today 
was the hottest January day on record 
in Texas. The maximum temperature 
was 88 degrees, the ice man’s business 
thrived, and electric fans buzzed in all 
offices in this city. 

The records don’t extend beyond 
nineteen years, but in that time there 
has never been but one day when the 
thermometer reached a point near that 
registered today—January 23, 1909, 
when the mercury rose to 85 degrees. 

Warm weather has prevailed for four 
days, and it is feared that the fruit 
trees may bud and the inevitable cold 
wave will.be disastrous.

MIX OVER AUTOS 


President Refuses to Pay 
the Maryland Tax. 


State Motor Commission Says 
That Even if Taft Is Presi- 
dent, He Can’t Defy Law of 
Maryland---Maryland Claims 
Tax on Five Autos. 


Washington, January 80.—The white 
house has been paying licenses for the 
five automobiles which the govern- 
ment has provided for the use of the 
president and his family, although not 
required by law to do so. Not only 
for the District of Columbia, Maryland 
ang Virginia, over which territory the 
president rides while he is at the 
national capital, but atso for Massa- 
chusetts, where the summer white 
house is located, have automobile 
licens¢s been procured for the execu- 
tive’s machines. 

Because Charles D. Norton, secre- 
tary to the president, recently wrote 
to John WB. George, Maryland’s automo- 
bile commissioner, applying for 
licenses for Mr. Taft's motor cars, but 
failed to inclose a check to pay for 
the same, Mr. George repHed that he 
would send the licenses as soon as he 
had the money. 

The oomptroller of the treasury re- 
cently decided that neither the District 
of Columbia nor the states could tax 
government automobiles. 

All Autoists Look Alike. 

Baltimore, January 40.—‘‘He’s presi- 
dent, I know, but all automobilists 
look alike to me,” sald John E. 
George, state motor vehicle commis- 
sioner, today in speaking of his action 
in withholding licenses for the presi- 
dent’s automobiles pending the receipt 
of the fees exacteq by the state of 
Maryland, which tn thts case amount 
to $42. 

“The law exempts vehicles owned by 
the state of Maryland and in the local 
government in Maryland,’ Commis- 
sioner George added, “but nothing ts 
said about the United States. Further- 
more, I have written to the sheriff of 
Montgomery county and told him to 
let no man without a license escape. 
He le: the vice president off, but I 
do not want that to happen again. 
Princes, otentates, presidents and 
vice presidents look alike to me in 
this automobile business.”

Montgomery in a- Siege 
of Tigerism. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 30.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Indications are that the session 


of the county grand jury which starts 
Monday will be one ef the most im- 
portant ever held, inasmuch as prob- 
ably every member of the Alabama 
legislature, as well as other state offi- 
clals, will be summoned to testify as 
to their knowledge, or lack of knowl- 
edge, concerning violations of the pro- 
hibition laws in Montgomery and vi- 
cinity. / 

Sheriff Hood has announced that he 
would summon the legislators to testi- 
fy regarding prohibition law. viola- 
tions. He has issued what is con- 
sidered his fiat. It.is that the law is 
going to be enforced, regardless of 
where the blow falls, or regardless of 
the severity of the steps taken with 
this end in view. 

The determination has been reached 
after a thorough study of the tempera- 
ment of the legislature and is directly 
due to grumblings of dissatisfaction 
which have been descending from the 
capitol since that body began its 
quadrennial deliberations on the 10th 
of January. It is admitted that the 
city has been in a wofse siege of 
tigerism since the legislature met than 
at any previous time fn the history of 
Montgomery, a fact which ts attributed 
to the general understanding that the 
solons were going to strike their first 
telling blow at a repeal of the present 
state-wide statutes. 

So far the sheriff has been led to 
believe that the saloontists have re- 
tired to rear rooms, but he. has been 
unable to get direct proof of this. Al- 
legations on the part of a number of 
the legislators that the blind tiger 
condition has returne@q constitute the 
only basis of belief the sheriff has 
that whisky is being sold from pigeon- 
holes. 

Political leaders in Montgomery be- 
lieve that the action of the saloonists 
ir? returning to:their allewed lairs has 
been the cause of much strengthening 
of the prohibition forces of the two 
legislative houses. Opposition. to local 
option has sprung from centers which 
were unexpected.

NIGHT BATTLE. 
VCTORY SUTRED 
FORTARIFF BOARD 


First of the Legislation Favored 
by Taft Passes the House, 
186 to 93 


* DEMOCRATS REFUSED 
TO FOLLOW CHAMP CLARK 


Minority Leader Supported the 
Measure, but the Majority 
of the Democrats Stoutly 
Opposed---Every Amendment 
Offered by Democrats Voted 
Down. 


Washington, January 30-—After cone- 
sidering the matter for more than 
seven hours under a special rule the 
house of representatives at 11:40 
o’clock tonight by a vote of 186 to 93 
passed the bill providing for a perma- 
nent tariff board of five members. 
This the first of the legislation 
recommended by President Taft to be 
in the house this session. 

Democrats Split. 

The democrats split on the passages 
and although Champ Clark, 
the minority leader, voted for the 
measure, ninety of his followers were 
recorded against it. The others who 
voted in the negative were scattering 
republicans. The democrats voted to- 
gether on various amendments to the 
bill, but in each instance they were 
defeated and the bill was put through 
in exactly the shape it nad eome from 
the committee. The insurgent re- 
publicans voted with the regulars of 
their party in opposition to the demo- 
cratic amendments ang on the final 
passage of the bill. 

Much of the time gtven to the oon- 
sideration of the bill was taken up by 
the democrats in their efforts to 
amend the measure. Several roll calls 
were demanded and for a time it 
seemed that a filibuster might be. in- 
augurated, but an agreement to end 
the debate at 11 o'clock was finally 
adopted. 

Democrats Who Favored hiii. 

Among the democrats who voted for 
the bil] were: Brantley, Georgia; Bur- 
leson, Texas; Byrnes, Tennessee; 
Cantrill, Kentucky; Clark, Missouri; 
Har@y, Texas; Howard, Georgia; 
Humphreys, Mississippi; Maynard, Vir- 
ginia; Padgett, Tennessee; Pou, North 
Carolina; Pujo, Louisiana; Randell, 
Texas; Underwood, Alabama: Wick- 
liffe,, Louisiana. 

The bill creates a permanent tariff 
board in lieu of the present board, 
which is a creature of a provision of 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, and 
which will expire by its own limitation 
on the 30th of June next. The board is 
to consist of five members, not more 
than three of whom shall be of the 
same political party. The term of office 
shall be six years each, and those first 
appointed shall be for terms of two, 
three, four, fivVe and six years respec- 
tively, to be designated by the presi- 
dent. The salaries of the members are 
$7,500 annually for the chairman, who 
is to be designated by the president, 
and $7,000 each for the other members. 
The board ts to have its principal 
office in Washington, and is empower- 
ed to sit in any other place in the 
United States or in foreign countries. 

The first amendment offered by the 
democrats came from Representative 
James of Kentucky. It provided for 
the appointment of three members of 
the board by the president and the 
election of the two minority members 
by the minority party im the senate and 
house, of representatives. Mr. James 
said he did not thimk a republican 
president was qualified to select the 
democrat members of the bipartisan 
board.

'real local option bill, the crystalliza- 


tion of the sentiment of the legislators 
elected to return to the old democratic 
doctrine of local option, will be intro- 
duced in the house tomorrow. The bill 
is the result of the opinions heard by 
the local option side of the legislature 
on the Smith bill, introduced last 
It ts a substitute measure. It 
contains all of the good features of 
the Smith bill, and it amends those fea- 
tures which have been declared ob- 
jectionable to the people of the smaller 
counties of the state. 

The bill provides for local option in 
every county in the state on the basis 
of the county as a unit. To call an 
election in any county whose popula- 
tion is 60,000, or more, a petition must 
be filed by 20 per cemt of the qualified 
electors of that county; while in those 


counties whose population is less than j 


50,000, a majority of the electors must 
petition for the election. 

The election with respect to cities 
and towns of 13,000 or more population 
shall present but one issue, and that 
is whether or not liquor may be manu- 
factured and sold in such town or 
city. In other words, dispensaries are 
not authorized 
In elections with re- 
spect to olities of less than 13,000 pop- 
ulation, the issue shall be, first, 
whether or not liquor may be manu- 
factured and sold in such city, and, 
second, if such manufacture and sale 
be permitted, shall the sale be by dis- 
or under licensa 

Number of Saloons Limited. 

No liquors may be manufactured or 
sold either by dispensary or under 
license in any place except an incor- 
porated city or town, but there is no 
minimum limit of population, provided 
that the place be incorporated. The 
amount of license required is $2,400 
retallers and $15,000 for whole- 
except that in towns of less 
than a thousand population the licenses 
is fixed at $1,500 for retailers. 

The number of sa'oons is limited to 
each thousand or fraction 


except in cities of 75,000 or 
more population, where the lHmit is 
2,000 poulation. An ex- 
cise commission is authorized for each 


city of 18,000 or more population. 


The governor appoints the excise 
In ‘all cities of less 
13,000 population, where liquors 


of the excise commission are

COURTHOUSE SITE 


States Reasons for His Opin- 
ion as to Why It Should — 
Be Moved. 


In an interview yesterday replying 
to the views of Claud Mason regarding 
the site for the proposed new couri- 
house, Edwin FP. Ansley states his 


reasons for suggesting its removal to 
a location near the new postoffice and 
city hail. Mr. Ansley says: 

“In reference to the question of a 
proper location for our new court- 
house, I have read with interest Mr. 
Claud Mason's ecard in Sunday's Con- 
stitution, and, apparently, his only ar- 
gument in favor of putting the new 
courthouse on the present site is that, 
as the north side has the postoffice and 
city hall, the south side is entitled to 
the courthouse. 

“As stated in my former communica- 
tion, this is a matter which should not 
be affected in any way by this sec- 
tional feeling of ‘north and south side.’ 
It is a matter in which every taxpayer 
in. the county is interested, and the 
sole question at issue ip the selection 
of the most suitable location from 
every standpoint. 

“T*do not say that the courthouse 
should not be located on the south side, 
but I do say that, in my judgment, it 
should not be located on the present 
site, for the following reasons: 

“1. In spite of Mr. Mason's effort to 
make a ‘bugaboo’ out of the question 
of foundations, it is a well-Known fact 
that it will be very difficult and very 
expensive to get a proper foundation 
for a building of the size proposed on 
the present site. In my judgment, it 
will cost at least $50,000 more to get a 
foundation on the present site than it 
would on any other location on solid 
ground. ; 

“2? The present site occupies one cor- 

ner of a block. and it is oniy a ques- 
tion of a few vears until the remainder 
of the block will be built up, cutting 
off light and alflr. 
“3. The present site is so far removed 
from the new city hall, the United 
States postoffice, that it is very incon- 
venient for lawvers. 

“4. The present courthouse property 
can be sold at from $300,000 to $325,000, 
and, in place of a new site costing an 
enormous sum as suggested by Mr. 
Mason, either of the sites suggested by 
me can be bought at the present time 
for $250,000, giving a surplus of from 
$50,000 to $75,000 to be used toward the 
erection of the building. Add to this 
the amount that will be saved on cost 
of foundation. and it will help con- 
siderably toward the erection of the 
new courthouse.

When the commissioners entered office five years ago, 
July, 1905, Houston had a floating debt of about $400,000, and 
its credit was such that cash had to accompany the order if a 
sack of oats was ordered. City employees were paid in scrip 
and claims against the municipality went bezging at eighty 
cents on the dollar. The city hall was synonymous of grait, 
inefficiency and procrastination. 


Within one year the commissioners hed restored the cred- 
it of the city, paid off every dollar of the floating debt and had 
transformed the city hall into a business machine whose in- 
spirations had become an inspiration to the whole community. 


A city that does not need an increased sum of money from 
year to vear to carry on ordinary works of improvement and 
to meet the ordinary expenses of running the government, 
especially when an unusual measure of growth is being en- 
joyed, certainly becomes unique. Houston, Texas, ‘s such a 
citv, judged by the annual report of Mavor H. B. Rice for the 
fiscal year 1910-11. In this renort the following sentence ap- 
pears: 


“T desire to state that the actual value of real and personal 
property in the corporate limits.of Houston is about $250,009, 
000, and yet we only assess same $62,000,000 for the simple 
reason that we do not need more revenue for current ex- 
penses.” 


‘his message, by the wav, embraces reports from every 
denartment of the city of Houston, showing how every dollar 
o: the people's money has been expended. ‘This is supple- 
mental to monthly reports issued throughout the year. Among 
other things shown in the message is the fact that all previous 
building records were broken in the last fiscal year. the total 
permits issued being $4,167,793, an increase of $000,443 over 


the previous year. 


A DAISY FROM DES MOINES. 


From an ugly, mismanaged >~d corrupt municipality, Des 
Moines has emerged into a community famed the country over 
for the excellence of its government, and just as surely it is be- 
coming one of the most beautiful cities in America.

Court So Holds in Sus- 


taining Demurrer.

Judge Newman Decides That 
None of the Acts Charged 
in the Indictment Constitute 
an Offense Against the Gov- 
ernment. 


Judge W. T, Newman, in the United 
States court yesterday, in a detailed 
and analytical decision. sustained the 
demurrer to the indictment found 
against The Atlanta Journal Company 
and certain of its officials and em- 
ployees, charging conspiracy to defraud 
the government in connection with 
second-class mail, the effect of his de- 
cision being to throw the indictment 
out of court. 

Attorney Akerman, who has 
been conducting the prosecittion against 
the newspapers. gave notice of a mo- 
tion to appeal to the circuit court of 
appealed. 

The Court’s Action. 

The action of the court in sustaining 
the demurrer, and thus quashing the 
charges, is perhaps best told in The 
Journal's own words. Its story of the 
proceeding follows: 


Alex 


“In a decision handed down 
morning, Judge William T. Newman. 
of the United States district circuit 
court sustained The Semi-Weekly At- 
lanta Journal's demurrer, quashed the 
indictment brought by the federal 
grand jury on instigation of Distriot 
Attorney Alex Akerman and complete- 
ly exonerated the newspaper of all the 
charges brought against it. Judge 
Newman's action was not a surprise to 
anybody acquainted with the true facts 
of the case. 

“The indictment drawn up by Attor- 
hey Akerman, acting as special assist- 
ant to the attorney general, was sup- 
posed to charge ‘conspiracy to defraud 
the government,’ against The Semi - 
Weekly Journal, against James R., 
Gray, aS president of the company, 
against John DD. Simmons. as circula- 
tion manager, and against two minor 
employees. 

“Judge Newman, in his decision, not 
only held that Mr. Akerman had failed 
to charge anything tn the indictment 
on which a prosecution fo, conspiracy 
could be pased, but that none of the 
facts charged against The Journal, its 
offictals or employees, constituted any 
offense at all against the government 
even if they had been committed. 

“In fact, Judge Newman's decision 
knocked the very foundation from un- 
der Mr. Akerman’s whole procedure 
and left nothing to stena on. Scarcely 
had the decision been read in open 
court than the grand jury adjourned 
for g00d and all, its members evident- 
ly having decided that they would be 
party no further to an ‘investigation’ 
which had ended as this’ “had. Mr. 
Akerman asked the Privilege of tak- 
ing exception to the ruling, but it is 
believed that his own admissions dur- 
ing the argument, together with the 
form of the decision, have cut from be- 
neath his feet every possible ground 
on which he might hope successfully 
tO carry even the legal technicalities 
involved into a higher court. 

“Judge Newman’s Position. 

“Judge Newman took his stand on the 
postal statutes of 1879 and 1886. These 
statutes defined certain qualifications 
which wave a publfoation. the right to 
be in the second class, and once within 
that class gave tit the right to mail out 
copies at 1 cent per pound. The only 
proviso was that copies could not be 
Bent Out at this rate which were ‘pri- 
marily for advertising purposes, or for 
free circulation, or for circulation at a 
nominal rate.’ 

“The indictment, said Judge Newman 
did not deny that The Journal was a 
second-class publication. It did not 
set forth that The Journal had violated 
any of the three special provisions. 
and it therefore failed to show that 
The Journal did not have a full right

as it had sent them out. 

“Judge Newman did not pass upon the 
validity of the postal rules inaugu- 
rated by the postmaster general limit- 
ing the number of sample copies that 
could be sent out at 1 cent per pound 
to 10 per cent above the actual sub- 
scriptions. Thig question was elimi- 
nated. The attorneys for the govern- 
ment themselves had eliminated it 
when they were forced, durtnge argu- 
ment to admit that the 10 per cent rule 
had nothing material te do with the 
allewed offense. 

“Complied With Rules. 

“No sooner had Judge Newman con- 
cluded his decision than Attorney J. J. 
Spalding, representing the newspeper, 
was on his feet. 

“*Your honor,’ said he, ‘I desire. on 
behalf of my clients to make a state- 
ment which would have*been improper 
during the argument, but which I deem 
it our due and duty now to voice. I 


|want to say that while we adhere to 


the position that these regulations rel- 
ative to the limiting of copies mailed 
at 1 cént per pound are utterly illegal, 
we have nevertheless complied even 
with them, and that there has not been 
sent out a single copy of The Semi- 
Weekly Journal that does not come 
within the postal regulations, illegal 
though they may be, as well as within 
the statute. _This publication has al- 
ways acted with the most earnest de- 
sire to comply with them all. 

“This matter came up ex parte, and 
any jury, grand jury or court, which 
coulé hear jhe facts would find that 
every single issue went out under the 
regulations and came within the letter 
and the spirit of the rules laid down 
by the department.’ 

“Decision No Surprise. 

“Editor James R. Gray was present in 
person when Judge Newman handed 
down his decision. So, also, were At- 
torneys Alex C. King, Charles T. Hop- 
kins and J. J. Spalding, whose brilliant 
presentation of The Journal’s side of 
the case had not only torn the govern- 
ment’s indictment to shreds, but won 
the admiration of all who had followed 
the proceedings. Mr. Gray and they 
received, and are still receiving, the 
heartiest of congratulations. No sur- 
prise, however, is expressed. in any 
quarter, for ever since the true facts 
of the affair have been made public, 
The Journal's ultimate complete vin- 
dication has been a matter of certain- 
ty not only to The Journal's friends, 
but even to its honest opponents.

New York, January 30.—The cottor 
market was very quiet again today, but 
ruled steady after an early decline and 
and closed steady net 1 point lower to 
4 points higher, with the new crop rel- 
atively firm.

Exports continued full exceeding the 
day’s port receipts, and the big esti- 
mates for tomorrow's receipts at New 
Orleans and Galveston were attributed 
by the local bulls to the rush of cotton 
to fill out end of January commitments.

Chicago, January 30.—Reciprocity 
wheat selling at Winnipeg today with- 
out limit hag a depressing effect upon 
the market here.

ATLANTANS AIDED FIGHT" 
FOR THE WEIGHTS BILL 


Will V. Zimmer and Fred H, 
Houser, the well-known hotel men, re- 
turned yesterday from Washington, 
D, C., where they had been for several 
days in the interest of the proposed 
weights and measures law. 

This bill, known as the Wilson bill, 
as Representative Wilson, of Illinois, 
introduced it, provides that a label be 
put upon every package or container 
of foodstuffs that is manufactured, 
showing its exact weight or measure, 
and providing for inspectors to en- 
force this law. Mafin,*or Yilinois, in- 
troduced an amendment to the pure 
fooq and drug act, so that the fnspec- 
tors under that act could also serve 
as weights and measures inspectors. 

In speaking of the work done in 
Washington last week ror the new bill 
Mr. Houser says: “Seventy-five repre- 
sentatives of various combined in- 
terests in the United States specially 
interested in the proposed act, among

This bill is every bit as important 
as the pure food and drug act and 
doubtless affects more people, as it 
concerns foodstuffs more than any- 
thing else. The people at large, if 
they woke up to a realization of the 
importance of the measure would put 
Such a strong pressure upon their 
representatives that there would be no 
further delay. There :s no doubt but 
that the bill Would save the American 
people many millions of dollars yearly 
and insure them of getting a square 
deal from every manufacturer, grocer 
and dealer in foodstuffs of all kinds.” 

The house committee takes final ac- 
tion upon the bill today and it -is 
thought that it will be approved with- 
out further trouble.

INEGRO FARMER-IN SOUTH 


Consideration of the condition of the 
-megro farmer in Georgia has led the 
American Association of Farmers’ In« 
| stitute Workers to investigate the 
present status of the colored agricul- 
turalists' throughout the south. At the 
recent meeting of the association at 
Washington a paper. was read show- 
ing. that in Georgia the vast majority 
of colored farmers were woefully in 
,need of instruction. The paper at- 
tracted widespread attention, and, as 
it was thought probable that a simi- 
lar condition existed in other south- 
ern states, thé association decided to 
have the matter investigated. 

The report on Georgia’s negro farm- 
ers which brought up the discussion 
stressed the following points: 

That in Georgia there are 282,000 nee 
gro farm laborers who are ignorant 
and unskiliful, and consequently are 
a dead weight on society. 

That there are in that state 72,000 
negro farm tenants, the majority ‘of 
whom move every year and do not 
take proper care or interest in the 
land or premises on which they live. 
The farms they cultivate are becoming 
less productive every year. 

That there are’ 18,000 negro farm-

worker owners in Georgia, the major- 


ity of whom do not understand diversi- 


fled farming and cannot read the agri- 
cultural papers and magazines. 

That the southern farmers are en- 
trusting one of their most valuable as- 
sets to these inefficient negro farm 
workers, and by not helping them to 
better methods of farming are partici- 
pating in laying waste this public 
asset. 

That, if the efficiency of the negre 
farmers can be improved, the wealth of 
the whole state will be thereby great- 
ly increased. 

That young negroes over 14 years of 
age are receiving their training as 
farmers from these ineffictent and 
shiftiess farm workers, and unless this 
be changed, the wasteful methods of 
the past will continue. 

In an endeavor to obtain informa- 
tion on all these points, letters have 
been written to the heads of all the 
negro agricultural colleges in all the 
southern states. P.°C. Parks, colored, 
director of the agricultural department 
of Clarke university, has been re- 
quested to investigate the condition of 
the local negro farmer, and write a 
paper for the Farmers’ Institute Asso- 
ciation.

WANTS COTTON GRADING TAUGHT 
IN STATE’S COMMON SCHOOLS 


N. J. McArthur, of Atlanta, has writ- 
ten the following open letter to C. &. 
Barrett, president of the Farmers’ 
Union, asking that he use his influence 
to have cotton grading made a part of 
the curriculum of common schools: 

“To the Hon. Charles S. Barrett, Na- 
tional President Farmers’ Co-Operative 
and Educational Union, Union City, Ga. 

“Dear Sir—At intervals for two years 
or more there has been a cotton grad- 
ing school operated at Union City. The 
work was conducted openly and direct- 
ly under your cognizance, as it was lo- 
cated within view of your office and 
less than a block distant therefrom. As 
the guardian of the interests of the 
farmer, and especially of that of the 
young farmers who attended that 
school, you had every opportunity of 
determining whether or not the school 
was a humbug; that is, an imposition 
practiced upon the hundreds of stu- 
dents attending and otherwise receiv- 
ing instruction. It is a fact familiarly 
known to other officers of the Farmers 
Union, as well as to other prominent 
residents of Union City, that no one 
attended that school and left it dissat- 
ised as to the knowledge he had 
gained of the subject taught. It was 
patently demonstrated that within a 
short time the mysteries of cotton grad- 
ing could be unfolted to these stu- 
dents. 

“If the statements above made were 
not true. Mr. Barrett. everyone who 
knows you to be the high-minded, able 
and honest citizen leader that you are, 
would know as Well that rou would not 
have permitted that school to exist any 
longer than civil enjoining proceedings 
could have been instituted. 

“And now I come to the gist of this 
communication. For years I have con- 
tended that the simple knowledge of 
classing cotton should first of all be 
possessed by its growers. If present 


conditions continue, soon the billion- 
dollar crop to be marketed will give up 
its annual percentage of loss to the 
producer who sells something he has 
made but does not know what it is. 

“Yes, the plowman now producing 
cotton should become acquainted with 
the principles of grading, but few of 
them can be induced toe take a post- 
graduate course on farming subjects, 
[It is the farmer boy now in school, the 
successors of their fathers, the rising 
generation, that must be reached. To 
them it should be taught in the public 
schools, just as other subjects are 
taught. It has been demonstrated that 
teachers, of both sexes. can easily qua! 
ify. Give the boys and girls a chancé 
and’'you would see the highest interest 
manifested. 

“The legislatures of seven cotton 
states have recently convened. .T have 
selected an 
each body, and presented to him a Hne 
of arguments supporting my request 
that he would frame and present a bill 
placng cotton grading on the common 
school curriculum of his state. 

“These requests lack one thing only, 
Mr. Barrett, and that is your encour- 
agement of the proposed measure. Ne 
one has written me to say this, but 3 
feel that such would be a nateral con- 
dition. You have but to preas the but 
ton of union influence, and these legis~- 
lative bodies will proceed, at once, to 
investigate. Investigation will show 
merit, and the measure will reach en- 
actment. .Will you do it? Will yeu doe 
it, Mr. Barrett. before these assemblies 
adjourn, and give another biennial 
license to buyers, who, if they so de- 
sire, may prey, without mercy, upon bt 
interests of the people you represent

THOUSANDS AT KEY WEST 

SAW M’CURDY BEGIN FLIGHT 

Key West, Fla., January 30.—Six 
days of anxious waiting for a favora- 
ble turn in weather conditions ended 
this morning for J. A. D. McCurdy, 
when the daring young birdman cross- 
of the Florida straits to Hava-a 
the longest over-water flight yet at- 
tempted in the history of aviation. He 
passed fro mthe sight of those on this 
side of the channel] within fifteen min- 
utes, and the next word of him was 
that he had been forced to descend fn 
the water 10 miles from Havana by a 
shortage of oil. 

Despite the many disappointments to 
the public here, McCurdy did not lack 
for spectators when he started and 
gave every one who witnessed his 
flight the sensations they were ex- 
pecting. When satisfactory reports 
on the weather hag been received the 
aviator climbedq into his Curtiss bi- 
plane and waved the signal to release 
him, the aeroplane glided gracefully 
down the field for a hundred feet or 
more and then rose into the air. 

Cireled Over the City. 

After reaching a height of about 
500 feet McCurdy turned his machine 
and circled over the city. The ocean 
front was lined with cheering thou- 
sands as he passed, while other thou- 
sands filled roofs, open fields and 
other places of vantage. He then made 
another circle of the city while flying 
1,000 feet in the air, and on returning 
to a point above the aviation field was 
given the signal to start on his flight 
to Havana. 

Acting on instructions from the navy 
department,. Lieutenant Commander 
Sterling, tn command of the torpedo 
destroyer fleet here, has rendered 
every possible aig to the aviator and 
seven naval vessels were stationed 
along the course when McCurdy start- 
ed. As soon as he was sighted by the 
crew of a boat the vessel steamed 
ahead, but McCurdy, maintaining a 
speed of nearly 60 miles an hour, soon 
outstripped them all and it then be- 
came a race to see which woulg reach 
Havana first. 

This afternoon McCurdy’s camp here 
was dismantied and his equipment will 
be shipped at once to Havana.
